Heritage is the legacy of 
a people bequeathed from the past to the present and 
handed down by the living to those as yet unborn. In 
order to preserve this heritage, sacrifices must be made, 
and the Zoroastrians should contribute to causes which 
further the dream of preserving their heritage. There are 
many noble institutions such as the International Red Cross, 
Amnesty International and others which deserve the aid and 
support of everyonej but Zoroastrians are a small group 
and they should, indeed they must, concentrate on their own 
community such that the noble religion of Zoroaster and 
the age-old civil ization and culture of ancient Iran which 
contributed much to the good of mankind, remain alive in 
the hearts and minds of all Zoroastrians. 

I have always said, and I repeat again, that the first step 
in building for the future is the establishment of a perma- 
nent academic position for the teaching and the rorv omitant 
research on the Zoroagtrian religion to provide enlightened 
leadership among priests and laymen for the entire Zoroas- 
trian community. One must concentrate on the religion 
rather than on ancient history or philology, and the 
Zuroastrifln religion must he presented to the wnrld and 
taught as a living religion. One must look to the future 
and not alone to the pant. From the establishment of a 
permanent academic center for the religion many oth^r bene- 
fits will flow i to provide guidance and aid for zoroastrian 
children and laymen and thus contribute to the preservation 
of a precious heritage.
